Moves Seen To Cut Off Foe 


From Conquered Isles

pincer movement to cut off Japan 
from all her newly-acquired south­ 
ern Islands is regarded as a pos­ 
sibility as a result of the Quebec 
conference decision to lay new em­ 
phasis on this theater. 
At one end would be Vice Ad­ 
m iral Lord Igouis M ountbatten. su­ 
preme Allied comm ander for south­ 
east Asia, and at the other Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. 
P art of the pincer operation al­ 
ready is underway from M ac.\r’ 
thur’s side. As it look s from this 
end, it would be the w ar’s most 
widespread battle for air bases. 
Could Hit Supply Lines 
Lay one end of a ruler on Burma 
and the other end on the Truk 
islands, big Japanese naval and air 
bastion north of New Guinea. It 
will give a picture of the obvious 
line of attack open to the Allies 
w ithout undertak ing the long Job 
of recapturing 10.000 Islands. 
Directly on the line is Canton 
with a hinterland highly suitable 
for airports. From such airports 
land-based airplanes could attack 
Japanese supply tines leading to 
her 
forces in 
all her southern 
islands. 
Japanese air bases along the 
coast of Burma and China and in 
the Truk islands are obvious ta r­ 
gets of the Allied global strategy, 
Mountbatten Enters Picture 
Into this picture comes Mount­ 
batten as the new southeast Asia 
commander. 
It gives 
the Allies 
their greatest opportunity of com­ 
pelling Japan to spread her air 
force over an extremely wide range 
to fend off attack s. 
Any attack launched by Mount­ 
batten on Burma would draw Jap­ 
anese forces away from MacAr- 
thur’s end, or a t least reduce the 
num ber of reserves available. 
The reconquest of Burma can 
be only incidental to its im port­ 
ance in the vast pincer movement 
to squeeze Japan from both sides. 
W ith Burma air bases in Allied 
possession,

Alms vs. Methods Analyzed 
An analysis of the reasons given 
by Southern white voters a* to why 
they feel as they do reveals this 
significant fact, that the typical 
Southerner is not opposed to the 
general aim of improving the sta­ 
tue of the Negro. 
Many more Southern whites want 
to help the Negro as a race than 
w’ant to repress him further or 
even to continue leaving his statius 
unchanged. 
W hat many Southerners do cri­ 
ticize is the means taken by the 
administration to Improve the sta­ 
tus of the colored man. 
They 
feel that large-ecale re­ 
forms have been undertaken too 
swiftly, that the Improvement of 
the Negro race must of necessity 
be a procese of gradual social evo­ 
lution.

By HENRY C. CASSIDY 
Associated Press Staff Writer 
MOSCOW, Aug. 28 — The Rus­ 
sian army’s westward drive across 
the Ukraine has pushed back the 
Germans another 
15 miles and 
reached the Psel river, a tributary 
of the Dnieper, IOO miles west of 
Kharkov, the army newspaper Red 
Star disclosed today. 
This new advance placed Soviet 
troops 15 miles west of Zenkov the 
farthest point previously announc­ 
ed as gained by the Russians in 
their westward push. 
Only a few hours earlier a Sov­ 
iet communique announced that 
Russian forces had struck toward 
the west in a new sector, over­ 
whelming the German defenses at 
Sevsk, midway between and west 
of Orel and Belgorod. 
Germans Blow Up Bridges 
After blowing u»p bridges over 
the Usel and leaving the Russians 
in control of the east bank, the 
Germans appear to be attempting 
to erect a powerful defense line 
on the west bank in an effort to 
halt the Red army offensive there. 
Red Star said the Russian ap­ 
proach to the east bank of the 
Psel and the development of a bat­ 
tle between the Psel and the Vor- 
skla constituted “the most import­ 
ant event of recent days in the sec­ 
tor northwest of Kharkov.” 
The new drive resulting in the 
capture of Sevsk is the fourth ma­ 
jor push undertaken by the Red 
army since the summer offensive 
began July 5. 
5,000 Germans Wiped Out 
The new advances place the Rus­ 
sians almost 500 miles from Stalin­ 
grad, where last winter’s far-reach­ 
ing drive began, and has carried 
them to a point more than half way 
from Stalingrad to the Polish bord­ 
er. 
In capturing Sevsk, the war bul­ 
letin said, the Russians wiped out 
more than 5,000 Germans and took 
700 more prisoners. 
The Sevsk attack is part of the 
general Russian program to push 
the Nazis to the Dnieper river, 
their main line of defense. 
On the Kharkov front, 130 miles 
south of Sevsk, Russian units cap­ 
tured the town of Kotelvo. 33 miles 
from the German base of Poltava, 
the communique said. 
It was here that the Red forces 
had passed the half-way point to 
the Polish border. 
The Nazis bitterly contested the 
advance, the bulletin reported, and 
3,000 Germans were killed in the 
battle. At Aktyrka. 60 miles north­ 
west of Kharkov, 2,000 more Ger­ 
mans were killed in a two-day bat­ 
tle. 
The Russians said that the ad­ 
vance upon Bryansk, a major Ger­ 
man bastion at the northern end 
of the central front, has been slow­ 
ed considerably as the troops en­ 
tered an area of forest and swamp 
land. 


New Gas Will Enable 
U. S. Airmen To Fly 
Rings Around Enemy 
s

AN 
America now can produce a 
super-gas that will boost airplane 
engine power 50 percent, 
It can be blended with the usual 
100-octane aircraft gasoline to in­ 
crease power somewhat, but en­ 
gines must be made over before 
they cun use the new fuel undi 
luted. 
Dr. Gustav Egloff made public 
the discovery of the new produc 
tion process. 
Dr. Egloff told the northern Cali 
fornia post-war conference of the 
National Association of Manufac­ 
turers that the gas is called “trip­ 
lane” to "conceal research” made 
in the development of the process. 
Chemists, he said, have known 
of the gas for seven years, but 
until now, industry has not been 
able to produce the fuel in quant­ 
ity. 
The first gallon cost $3,000. Now 
the pilot plant has been turning 
out the fuel continuously for a 
week at a cost of less than $1 a 
gallon. They hope to get it down 
to 50 cents. 
“Planes fueled with this newly 
available product of the free en­ 
terprise system,” Dr. Egloff as­ 
serted, “will have enemy planes as 
much at their mercy as if they 
were roosting pigeons. 
"It will add 50 percent to the 
power of airplane engines. It will 
enable a plane to climb faster, fly 
faster and carry a heavier load. 
“Planes can carry armor twice 
as thick—so flak will bounce off.

Robert C. Richardson Jr., com­ 
mander of the Hawaiian depart­ 
ment, to withdraw his order against 
further judicial action.

order. 
Some powers were restored to

PINCER AT JAPS 


Moves Seen To Cut Off Foe 


From Conquered Isles

NEW DELHI, Aug. 28—A vast 
pincer movement to cut off Japan 
from all her newly-acquired south 
em islands Is regarded as a pos 
■ibility aa a result of the Quebec 
conference decision to lay new em 
phaals on this theater. 
At one end would be Vice Ad 
miral Lord Louis Mountbatten, su 
preme Allied commander for south­ 
east Asia, and at the other Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. 
Part of the pincer operation al­ 
ready is underway from MacAr 
thur’s aide. Aa it looks from this 
end, it would be the war’s most 
widespread battle for air bases. 
Could Hit Supply Linas 
Lay one end of a ruler on Burma 
and the other end on the Truk 
islands, big Japanese naval and air 
bastion north of New Guinea. It 
will give a picture of the obvious 
line of attack open to the Allies 
without undertaking the long Job 
of recapturing 10,000 islands. 
Directly on the line is Canton 
with a hinterland highly suitable 
for airports. From such airports 
land-based airplanes could attack 
Japanese supply lines leading to 
her forces in all her southern 
islands. 
Japanese air bases along the 
coast of Burma and China and In 
the Truk islands are obvious tar 
gets of the Allied global strategy. 
Mountbatten Enters Picture 
Into this picture comes Mount­ 
batten aa the new southeast Asia 
commander. 
It gives the Allies 
their greatest opportunity of com­ 
pelling Japan to spread her air 
force over an extremely wide range 
to fend off attacks. 
Any attack launched by Mount­ 
batten on Burma would draw Jap­ 
anese forces away from Mac Ap 
thur’s end, or at least reduce the 
number of reserves available. 
The reconquest of Burma can 
be only incidental to its import­ 
ance in the vast pincer movement 
to squeeze Japan from both aides. 
With Burma air bases In Allied

It will be seen that the number 
who think the administration has 
done a poor job is more than twice 
aa great as the number who think 
it has done a good Job. 
Aims vs. Methods Analyzed 
An analysis of the reasons given 
by Southern white voters as to why 
they feel as they do reveals this 
significant fact, that the typical 
Southerner is not opposed to the 
general aim of improving the sta ­ 
tu# of the Negro. 
Many more Southern w hites want 
to help the Negro as a race than 
want to repress him further or 
even to continue leaving his status 
unchanged. 
W hat many Southerners do cri­ 
ticize is the m eans taken by the 
administration to improve the sta­ 
tus of the colored man. 
They 
feel that 
large-scale 
re­ 
forms have been undertaken too 
sw iftly, that the Improvement of 
the Negro race m ust o f necessity 
be a process of gradual social evo­ 
lution. 
They tend to criticize the admin 
Istratlon therefore not for its alma, 
but for its policies in carrying out 
those aim s, and claim that the de 
sire for sw ift and immedimta re­ 
forms has made the Negro unruly 
and unm anageable in many parts 
of the South. 
On the other hand, those South­ 
ern w hites who think the admin la 
tration has done a commendable 
Job with the Negro problem offer 
few suggestions aa to method and 
place a large amount of em phasis 
upon what has been accomplished.

Hampering Producers

RAPID CITY. S. D., Aug. 2 8 - 
Gov. John W. Bricker of Ohio F ri­ 
day night proposed a farm pro­ 
gram freed of “impractical direct­ 
ives hanging as a millstone around 
the neck of the producers of farm 
products.” 
In a public address. Gov. Bricker 
said that bureaucracies are hinder­ 
ing American initiative and enter­ 
prise, particularly in the field of 
agriculture, and suggested a five- 
point farm program. His proposals 
follow: 
I.—“That the food problem can 
be solved by a complete change 
of procedure on the part of the 
centralized 
bureaucratic adminis­ 
tration In W ashington responsible 
for the confusion of im practical 
directives hanging as a millstone 


and distributors of farm products. 
2.—“That 
governm ent 
restric­ 
tions that interfere with the laws 
of supply and demand, bo as to 
discourage all-out production, be 
removed. 
3.—“All 
necessary 
federal 
di­ 
rectives should be formulated by 
Individuals fam iliar with agricul­ 
ture and should be adm inistered 
locally by individuals capable of 
an 
intelligent 
interpretation 
of 
their application. 
4.—“That price ceilings on all 
perishable foods products should 
be removed to avoid a continuation 
of heavy losses which have result­ 
ed from spoilage on a sluggish 
m arket 
“That the most helpful pro­ 
cedure that can be taken is to 
encourage ever-adequate prices for 
farm products and make available 
an adequate supply of farm labor 
and machinery.”

We See No Reason Why Women Should 


Not Fight, Fly Planes And Wage War 


Alongside Of Male Forces 


Shake-Up In State Department Urged To Provide 


Officers More Closely In Touch With The People

I 
NOT only think the draft should be extended to 
include women for the WAC and other army and 
navy organizations requiring women, but I see no 
reason why the girls should not be employed In cer­ 
tain forms of combat, particularly in the air. 
I believe they would make most efficient fighter 
pilots, if trained for that purpose. They might excel 
at bombing. Certainly they could handle scouting, 
observation and photographic tasks. 
In saying this, I feel I am paying a compliment to 
the American women of today and surely anticipat­ 
ing the next war, when women and men will be draft­ 
ed at the same time and we will have ae many air 
squadrons of the one as of the other. 
It is inevitable, though I will concede I am prob­ 
ably somewhat premature at the moment. It was 
tough enough getting our people to accept the non­ 
combatant corps of women 
without talking of 
removing the “non” from their their status. Many 
shortsighted persons, including females, have not 
fully accepted them, as I Judge from tales that come 
to me from enrolled girls of nasty treatm ent In some 
sections. 
T 
HROUGH schooling and athletics we have devel­ 
oped a type of hardy and intelligent woman in 
this nation, as a study of the personnel of the current 
organizations will disclose. The army and navy well 
might take advantage of their special adaptability to 
some of the hazardous phases of oombat service now 
assigned only to men. 
It is my opinion if the women in the service had 
a voice in the matter they would choose some form 
of combat duty over their present routine, lf only 
to break the monotony. As a matter of fact, I think 
one reason the WAC* are having difficulty getting 
recruits is because their organization has not been 
invested with a little more of the glamor of the 
military. 
For instance, some of the gals beefs about the 
drilling to which they are subjected. They say they 
do not see why they should have to do a lot of 
drilling when it has little to do with the duties for 
which they are being prepared. Of course the pur­ 
pose is to facilitate their movement in bodies with­ 
out great confusion, but it annoys the pretties. (It 
used to annoy me, too). 


j HAVE heard of a certain army officer who solved 
the problem in « way I recommend for all WACS. 
He put rifles in their hands when they drilled. The 
war department, which is naturally still a little on 
the bewildered side about the ladles in the service, 
shudders at the very thought of blunderbusses in the 
soft white dukes of the dames so (his officer had to 
proceed under cover. 
The reeults were astounding. His frails had been 
drilling empty-handed like a hunch of first-day 
rookies, but the minute they took hold of the rifles 
their footwork improved. Presently their maneuvers 
took on precision that would make a squad of W att 
Pointers Jealous. It was because the rifle* raised 
their spirit. They felt they were real soldiers, not 
Just a flock of skirts awkwardly scuffling around. 
If the war department is smart, it immediately 
will order all WACS to carry rifles in drilling and 
perhaps instruction in th* use of the weapons, Just 
in case of a bear fight. This one little Innovation 
not only will remove one of the obstacles in recruit­ 
ing WACS, but lift the morals of those now in the 
service. 
I realize I am advocating an idea that may be 
fraught with future peril to many gentlemen. The 
ladies are likely to acquire better aim with rifles 
than with their old-fashioned missiles. But what do 
I care? I am no longer worth shooting.

a LL parties concerned seem overjoyed by recogni- 
Hon of the French Committee of National Liber­ 
ation In Algiers, the coalition formed to absorb the 
strong divergent personalities of Charles De Gaulle, 
Henri Giraud and other Frenchmen pulling and 
hauling the lump remains of French republicanism 
this way and that in the hope of future influence 
and power if the corpse can be revived.

National Defense In Depth 
/-LARENCE BUDINGTON KELLAND‘S blueprint 
^ for American foreign policy, the most concrete 
proposal for international security to come out of 
the discussion of that subject so far, calls for na­ 
tional defense in depth. 
Collaboration among the United States, Great 
Britain, Russia, China and, later, France, would turn; 
lsh the meeting of minds for post-war reconstruction. 
Military alliances among the dominant powers would 
secure peace. A permanent alliance between the 
United States and Great Britain would be an open 
acknowledgment of their mutual interests. Further 
measures to develop Pan-Americanism would recog­ 
nize the Inherent necessity for unity of the western 
hemisphere. 
Finally, the United States, itself, would guarantee 
its individual security by maintenance of strong 
fighting forces strategically located to discourage 
future plots of aggression against its own territory. 
Key to Mr. Kelland’s proposal, expected to be 
the starting point for development of a definitive 
Republican statement on post-war foreign policy, is 
its distinction between collaboration and amalgama­ 
tion. The United States, he believes, should strive 
for international security through an increasing ex­ 
ercise of its sovereign power, in collaboration with 
other dominant powers; it should not permit amal­ 
gamation of its sovereignty in a world super-state. 
Speaking as a Republican national committeeman 
and former publicity chairman for his party’s na­ 
tional committee, Mr. Kelland is going to cause 
nightmares for Democrats dreaming of pinning an 
isolation kick-me tag on every Republican coat tail! 
in 1944. 


What he proposes and what moat Americana p ro - j 
pose, regardless of party, is a future foreign policy! 
that will put as much faith in alliances aa they de-! 
serve, but will depend in the final analysis on keep-! 
lng America’s powder dry. 
If the phrase twisters can torture that into iso 
lotion, it's still what America wants.

WASHINGTON, Auk. 28—Secre­ 
tary of State Cordell Hull said Fri­ 
day that “a few among the writers 
and 
commentators” 
have

lending ald and comfort to the 
enemy” by making untrue state­ 
ments relating to international re­ 
lations of the United States, 
Hull made his remarks at a 
press conference and then for em­ 
phasis issued them to the press 
for direct quotation. 
He volun­ 
teered his views and did not speci­ 
fically connect them with any of 
such recent developments as the 
reported resignation of Undersec­ 
retary Sumner Welles or the re­ 
placement of Maxim Litvinoff as 
(Soviet ambassador. 
Statement Ie Quoted 
The secretary’s statement: 
“It is unfortunate that a few 
•.mong the writers and commen 
taters, whose utterances are easily 
distinguishable from those of all 
others in an excess of zeal for 
©ne theory or another, have dealt 
carelessly with the facts and have 
made statements which are abso­ 
lutely untrue. 
“This relates often to interna­ 
tional relations existing between 
us and other countries. It would 
he most helpful to this govern­ 
ment if they could see fit and see 
their way clear to check their 
facte as to their accuracy and 
poesible misleading nature before 
they put out their publicity. 
Seized By Berlin, Tokyo 
“They know and we know that 
too often a misleading statement 
or a false statement is seized im­ 
mediately by Berlin and Tokyo 
and widely distributed with the 
eole view to creating confusion and 
misunderstanding among the Allied 
nations whose full cooperation is 
needed so urgently in the prose­ 
cution of the war. 
“The sum total of these public­ 
ity operations has too often the 
affect of lending aid and comfort 
to the eaiemy while sometimes 
by reason of their false nature, 
arousing suspicion and confusion, 
among Allied nations when there 
in no remote call tor any such mis­ 
representation.” 
When asked whether these lat­ 
ter remarks referred particularly 
to relations with Russia, Hull did 
Hot give a direct reply but said 
It was an accumulation of this 
sort of practice which in more 
than one instance injured the rela­ 
tions existing amang a number of 
th e Allied nations.
